DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed January 24, 2008 and June 26, 2008, with respect to the 
claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous rejection of all the claims 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the references of 
record, either alone, or in combination, do not teach or suggest at least the limitations of: the 
configuration of the electrical contacts of the first and second electrical couplings and the closed 
loop path that it creates, upon engagement of each of the first with each of the second electrical 
couplings.
